And truly if 
we were to appear before God, relying upon 
ourſelves, or any other Creature, though never 
ſo little, alas ! we would be immediately 
devoured.

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We believe, that this true Faith being wrought 
in Man, by the Hearipg of the Word of God, 
and the Operation of the Holy Ghoſt, doth.

This juſtifying Faith: therefore is ſo far from 
8 Man grow floathful in an honeſt and 
holy Life; that on the contlary without it 
they will never do any thing out of Love 
unto God, but only out of Love unto them» 
ſelves, or from Fear of Condemnation.

We believe and confeſs that our Saviour 
Jeſus: Chriſt has inſtituted and ordained the 
Sacrament of the holy Supper, to nouriſh and 
ſuſtain thoſe wham He hath already regene- 
rated, and incorporated into his Family which 
is his Church; thoſe now who are regenera- 
ted have a twofold Life in them, the one 


corporal and temporal, which hath accompa- 


nied them from their very Birth, and is com- 
mon to all Men; but the other is ſpiricual and 
heavenly, which is given them in the ſecond 
Birth proceeding from the Word of the Goſpel, 
in the Fellowſhip of the Body of Chriſt; and 
this Life is not univerſal, but belongs only to 
the Elect of God. Thus God hath afforded us 
carthly and material Bread, proper for the 
Support of the corporal and earthly Life which 


is common to all, even as Liſe itſelf is. But 


for the Suſtaining of the ſpiritual and heavenly 
Life , which Believers. now injoy, He hat 

ſent that living Bread , which-came down from 
Heaven, to. wit, Chriſt Jeſus, who feeds and 


nouriſhes the ſpiricual Life of Believers, when 


He is eaten, that is, when He is applied by 


the Spirit and received by Faith. And that 


He might repreſent unto us this ſpiritual an 

celeſtial Bread, Chriſt hath ordained an earthly 
and viſible . Bread, whlch is a Sacrament of 
his Body, and the Wine for a Sacrament of 
his Blood; that by theſe He might teſtify unto 
65, that as really as we receiye and have in 
1 Ny * W * 
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our Hands the Sacrament, and do eat and 
drink the ſame with our Mouth, by which 
our Life is afterwards ſuſtained: ſo cerrainly 
likewiſe by Faith (which is the Hand and 
Mouth of our Souls,) the true Body and true 
Blood of Chriſt our only Saviour, is received 
in our Souls, for our ſpiritual Life. And beſi- 
des, it is certain and without all Doubt, that 
Jeſus Chriſt has not commanded us the Uſe 
_ of his Sacraments in vain « Therefore He 
worketh in us whatever He repreſents unto 
us by theſe boly Signs, although his Method 
Turpaſſerh our Cnderftanding , and is incom- 
prehenſible to us, even as the Operations of 
the Holy Ghoſt are hidden and incomprehen- 
ſible. In the mean while we ſhould not at 
all err if we ſhould ſay that that which we have 
eaten and drunk, is the proper and natural 
Body and true Blood of Chriſt ; but that the 
Manner of our Partaking of the ſame is not 
by the Mouth, but by the Spirit through 
Faith. Wherefore then Chriſt Jeſus ſits 
always at the right Hand of God his Father 
in the Heavens; Fer notwithſtanding He com- 
municateth Himſelf to us by Faith. This 


| Feaſt is a ſpiritual Table, at which Chriſt 


diſtributes Himſelf unto us, with all his Bene- 
fits, and cauſes us to enjoy both Himſelf, 
and the Merits of his Sufferings and Death; 
nouriſhing, ſtrengthening and comforting our 
r diſtreſſed Souls by the Eating of his 
leſh, and refreſhing and cheriſhing them by 
the Drinking of his Blood.

Sacraments are joined with the things ſigniſied, 
yet both are not received by every one: for 
the Wicked receive the Sacrament to their 
Condemnation, but they do not receive the 
Truth of the Sacrament; ſo Judas and Simon 
the Sorcerer both did receive the Sacrament, ' 
but not Chriſt , who was ſignifſed by it; for 
only Believers are made Partakers of Him. 
Laſtly, we receive this holy Sacrament in the 
Congregation of the People of Cod with 
Humility and Reverence, celebrating the holy 
Remembrance of the Death of Chriſt our 
Saviour, with Thanksgiving , making there 
Confeſſion of our Faith and the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion. None therefore ought to approach 
unto this Table without a previous due Exa- 
mination of himſelf, leaſt cating of this Bread 
and drinking of this Cup, they ſhould eat and 
drink Judgment to themfelves. © Upon the 
whole we are jointly admoniſhed in the Uſe 
of this holy Sacrament to'a fervent Love to 
God and our Neighbour. Therefore we reje& 
all Mixtures and damnable Inventions. which 
Men have mixed with, and added unto the 
Sxcraments , accounting them but Profanations - 
of the ſame: afirming , that we ought to be
